ANDREWS' R AILRO AD RAIDERS. 

The Snrvlvora In Attendanee, Together 
With the Fuiuou* Engine. 

CoLl'Sfnrs. O., Sept. I^ — It is generally 
ackuowledgoil tli.at nn ilee t in the late war 
was as heroic aud tragic as that of the An- 
drews railroad raid. A soore of Federal 
soldiers, all Onio man axoopt tbe leader, in 
disguise, penetrated»liOO miles from tbeir own 
lluea to the beart of the Confederacy, and 
a^iaed a crowded railway train, at Marietta, 
G«., within tba llnee of the enemy's camp. 
Their Intention waa to bum the railroad 
bridges on tba Western dt Atiantio road 
batween Marietta aad Chattanooza, and 
tbeir aaoosss would bava dsalt a deadly blow 
to tito Confederate oaosa Only the imex- 
pected encountering of two extra trains m 
they flew northward prevented tbeir aooom- 
plisbing all tbay proposed, and this ofastruo- 
tinn gave rise to a thrilling <riuue on tbe rail. 
When obliged to abandon tbe captured train, 
the pai'cy dispersed in the woods, wer« 
huute<i down with dogs, suffered a terrible 
imprisonment, and a third of their number, 
incluilitv,' their leader, periRhe<l on the sc;af- 
lold. OMtie remainder, eight e.scaped and 
six w. iv exchanged a year after leaving 
their own camp. They reoeive«l medals and 
commliHions as rewards for tbeir bravery, 
and the whole exploit boa usually been con- 
sidered the most daring uf the war.

8IVIN KILLED AND MORE THAN A 
SCORE INJURED. 



A Disabled Engine C nnsee a Crowded Ex* 
enrslon Train to Stop at tbe Foot of • 
Grade— A Kreinlit Crashes Into tbO BeMT 
Ceaehes With Awful Baeolts. 
Asaov, 0., Bepli 11— At 8i«0 p. m. Moa> 
day, near Rittman, a station on the New 
York, Pennsylvania & Ohio railroad, twenty 
miles west of this city, a f^rand Army ex- 
cursion train was run into, by a freight, 
and six persons were killed and tweiity-fiva 
injured. The excursion train was tilled with 
people from Yonngstown, about seven hun- 
dred In all, bound for Columbus. As it 
reached the down grade a rod on the engina 
broke and the engine stopped in a narrow 
cut 

A flagman was sent back to warn freight 
No. 37, following closely rfter, but it was 
already on tha grade. The engineer had 
barely time to reverse the engine and jump. 
His train crashe<l into tho three rear coaches 
of the passenger. Most of those on tbe two 
rear coaches jumped and saved themselvea 

Engineer Conrad, of the freight, jumped, 
as did his fireman. The latter escaped with 
slight injuries, but Conrad struck an em- 
bankment alongsida tba track aad boundad 
back under the whealB and was snitaad lirta 
a sbapelees mass. 

Brakeman W. Bl Cochran, of the freight, 
jumped likewise, and be, too, was burled 
back and ground under the wheels, his Ufa. 
less body being scon after taken out trom 
the debris. 

Samuel Bioe aad John Shook, Orand Army 
msn, arushid to death, ami Itasaalttuic 
near were thrown in a broken, writhing 
heap. The excitement waa intenaa Maa 
and wom« fainted at tba awful sl^t, ajbd 
for a long time the extent of tba fatalttW 
eonld not be aeoertalnad.

It ii very oleer that they will not The 
reilnrtion of tariff duties is so ioonserva- 
tive that even if wages were allected by 
the tariff the working of tliis measure 
would not have any appreciable effect 
on wages. But the truth is the pay of 
laboring men is not governed by the 
tariff, but by the supply and demand for 
labor and by the facilities and opportn 
nities afforded by the country. 

Fmnce has a very high protective 
tariff and yet wages are lower in France 
than in free-trade Eii(;l>ind. 

Germany has still higher protection, 
and yet wages are lower than in France, 
and f.ir below wliat tliey are in England. 
This is shown by statistics. 

If the tariff makes wages hi^'h (ier- 
niany an<l the United States should be 
the paradise of laboring men, but this is 
not the case. Free-trade England and this 
country with identical conditions as re* 
gards capital and machinery, lead all 
other natlona in tha wagaa of laboring 
men. 

No people on earth haTO been mora 

<leluded and humbugged than the working 
men of our country have been by monopo 
Uata and manafkelvriea who hara eon 
tinuallv demanded a high protective 
tariff for the benefit of American labor 
era, but wbo have always poekatad the 
the receipts and let tha WOlkingman take 
care of himself. 

Did any one ever ,'hear of a manufac- 
turer going out to hunt a high-priced 
laborer when he could get a low-priced la- 
borer who would perform the same work 
as promptly and as skillfully 7 Did a pro- 
tected manufacturer ever call his laborers 
aro'ind him at the end of the ypar and 
propose to divide with them his enor- 
mous profits f No ; the millionaire man- 
afacturer gets his laborer, like tha rail- 
road king, in the open marketa of the 
world as cheap as poasible. 

Not only tliat, bnt sometimes Pinker- 
ton j>olice are placed at steel works, 
4W was done recently at the Edgar 
Thompson Works, in Pennsylvania, for 
the purpose of protecting Hungarian im- 
migrants wbo had been brought there to 
work, while the native American work 
ingmen on a strike were kept out at the 
muzzle of a pistol. Not only that, but 
on the 4tb of July, 18C4, an act known 
as the "Contract Labor Law" was piissed, 
which not only encouraged but legalized 
the importation of pauper labor from 
Europe to compete with American labor, 
and a\itliorizc(] a siu'cieH of KTvitnde in 
our free Kepublic which was as disgrace- 
ful as it was deapioabla.
